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Capital City Grant 


XCEPT for the disputed size of the 

grant, which is ‘ess than one-fifth of 
the ordinary outlay by Victoria on its 
parks and boulevards each year, recogni- 
tion by the provincial administration of 
the principle of a capital city grant and 
the decision to implement it are a begin- 
ning in a matter which has. been long 
talked about. In-referrine to the govern- 
ment’s intentions in the House, the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs confirmed 
that the grant would be made annually 
and conceded in debate that $50,000 a 
year might not be enough 

As sums un to-$150.000 annually had 
heen talked about unofficially, the -offer 
of S50,000 came somewhat as an anti- 
climax, While at first sight impressive 
even collected over 20 years a grant of 
$50,000 annually would hardly produce 
enough money to relocate one street in 
the area of the legislative buildings. In 
terms of flower heds and boulevards. or 
similar aids to improvement, it might 
about equal the city’s own outlay on 
Beacon Hill Park. It is-difficult to imag 
ine any sustained improvement pro m 
emerging from that
